Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreennent was reached, or any other comments: On 9/28/06, applicants' representative requested that an interview 
be conducted prior to the examiner's next action. The examiner noted that she wished to review applicants' response 
and the declaratory evidence of record prior to the interview; the interview was conducted 10/19/06. The examiner 
noted that she had reviewed the claims and the remarks filed 9/1/06, and had re-reviewed the declaration filed 5/18/05. 
The examiner indicated that she now concurred with applicants that the subject matter of claims 13-22 is enabled, as 
the preponderance of the evidence supports enablement of those claims. The specification, the declaration, and the 
prior art support a correlation in both cancer association and expression patterns/ratios with respect to HPV types 16, 
18, and 31. Further, while the claims may encompass inoperative embodiments, the type of experimentation 
necessary to identify those embodiments is routine in the art, and undue experimentation would not be required to 
practice the claimed invention. The examiner noted, however, that the correlation applicants have established pertains 
to HPV types 16. 18, and 31, and that applicants have not established enablement of their broader claims (8-12), which 
encompass any type of "high risk" HPV. The examiner also indicated that she had not updated her search or fully 
reviewed Applicants* amendment with regard to issues other than enablement, and that such a review (as well as a 
review of the application for any minor informalities) would need to be conducted prior to a final agreement regarding 
allowance. Applicants' representative indicated that they would authorize the cancellation of claims 8-12 by examiner's 
amendment such that claims 13-22 would be allowed. The examiner indicated that she would complete her review of 
the application and contact applicants* representative again during the week of 10/30/06. The amendments to page 5 
of the specification were also briefly discussed, with the examiner noting that she would need to review the application 
and consider the implications of those amendments prior to allowance. 
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
